It was a ease of rowdyism re- 
plai'ing I'oliee t'oiiiniissioiier Itiiigham's. uniformed 
isdice, who had lieeii withdrawn h.v his orders. Tlie 
list of arrests included a (irotesting hystaiider named 
.lack Fagin and an inolTensive raee-g»K*f, l.oiiis 
I'isi-her. who was released after sitlTi-ring the indig- 
nity of heing searched. .Iose|ih Herrick was threat- 
iied with a hlackjack and abused foully. Charles 
Kesnell had his clollies torn olT. was searched and 
sevi'rely mishandled and linall.v iiianacied. Otto 
•Maiikel, W. I’.eardall. H. .McOratli atid 1*. Clay. 

onclinles the hatch of alleged violators of the anti- 
Ix'lting law, all from the so-called free field. Mannie 
.tlaiihi'iiner and "Kid” I’.lack were the only arrests 
in Ihe main enclosure. I’resideiit I’iizgerald. siiiTer- 
liig from u severe attack of ideiirisy. was at home 
iml’ in lied. William Engenian. owner of the 
Krighloii Heach track. refiis<-d to lie interviewed re- 
garding Ihe oiitragiHiiis occurrences of tlie afterniHin. 
He vouchsafed no repl.v as to what slexis he would 
lake to protect his pro|aTly ami his patrons from 
such uii|iaralleled insults, lieyoml saying that the 
whole mutter was in the hands of 'his legal ad- 
V isers. 

Senator I’. II. MiCarren. who was a visitor .at 
tlie course for the first time since his return from 
the Hi liver convention, exiiresseil suriirise at the in- 
actlvlt.v of the track management, declaring t\iat 
llie.v shoiild take immediate measures to s<*ciire a 
court iiijiiiiction to stop rowdyism at their track. 
William Miller, a prominent Brooklyn attorney, after 
witnessing one of the arrests, stepiied up to several 
of Elder's sleuths and asked what charge they had 
against the jirisviners and if they liad warrants. 
They said "No.” "Well, .voii have no right to ar- 
rest these men without a warrant. This is a case 
of terrorism, pure and sini)ile, as wicked as it is 
sliiiiid. and I will defend every man of you free vif 
charge,” said the i“elehrated lawyer at parting.

It is not 
liHv much to say that the Whitney jiH'key coiiid 
have scored on any one of the first tlu'ee horses at 
the finish. RInek Oak. which is <ine of the most 
iiii|ipoved hor.ses in training, was the victim of ex- 
cessive pacemaking, wlille lledoiiin. wliich in his 
whole caw'er had never mot such moderate opiio 
silioii. was the victim of circumstances, the chief 
coiitrihiiting factor lieing a isHir ride. 

.lames K. Keene exiiressed liims«-if as tn'ing well 
jileased with the prices reaiiz<‘d at the Tattersalls’ 
auction sale of his first consigiiinent of twenty 
yearlings in London yesterday and will shortly sliiii 
I lie remainder of his output for disposal at the Eng- 
lish full sales, reserving only alsiiit ten or a dozen 
for racing in tills coiintr.v. 

The following is a cominiinication received here 
from Tattersalls’ of interest to .Vineriean breeders; 
"'liiere is little chance of .Vineriean yearlings sell- 
ing well in this country except an exlnmiely limited 
niimtier iM-longing to people already well known in 
this country. Tlic market for EnuTish yearlings is 
iKit giHid. In no case could we sell an.v .vi-arlings 
from the I'nited States of .\nierica until tlie New- 
market Oclolier meetings and we do not advise any 
heing sent, over. Tatiersall.”

NOT A CRIME TO MAKE BET MEMORANDUM. 

New York, July 10. — ‘‘If It Is not a crime to 
make a bet it certainly cannot be a crime to make 
a menioranduiii of a bet that has been made.” 

This terse decision of .Magistrate Wahle, sitting 
in JelTersoii .Market iiollce court Tiiesiiay in fbe 
case of (Miarli's Mahoney, manager of the HolTiuaii 
Hou.se bur. and Xelsim Herzog, practicall.v settles 
the difiicullics bettors liave lii'cn experiencing of 
kei'idiig track of tlieir wagers. 

Jlaliimey and Herzog were arrested in the Hoffman 
House bar room last Friday Iiy detev'live Clare, of 
the City Detective Bureau. Mahoney had just ac- 
cepted a wager of his friend for lf(i0, $:{() straight 
and ?.’>0 place, on Enfield in the fifth race at Brigii 
ton. 

The detectives making the arrest got in a little 
wrong on the matter and thus completely upset tlieir 
own ease, although it would have made no difference 
in Hie decision. They tliuiight .Maliouey and Herzog 
were making the bet. whereas Malione.v was simply 
accepting Ihe money from Herzog to be handed to 
a third person. 

Meiiihers of the district atlofiie.v’s otfice here are 
yawping for sympathy and pretend to think that the 
iMiokmakers are trying to work up sentiiiieiit in their 
own favor h.v di'liberalely creating situations in 
which. If the police make an arrest, the otlicers are 
found to tie in the wrong. In this they are said to 
Ih' following the policy pursued in the case of 
■Melville Collins, tlie former livUik maker, where tli.- 
evidence was made by track employes and was of 
so scanty a nature tliat the Supreme Court had no 
alternative luit to dismiss the case. This was then 
heralded as a victor.v for the turf interests. 

It is reiKirteil that si'veral of the men r«>unced 
upon have puriMisel.v lairrowed moiie.v before wit- 
nesses and have taken an opportunity to pay it liaek 
at the trai'k while eolleeted in groups. If the 
police arrest them they can prove that the money 
was lavrrowed and thus raise a clamor about ‘’need- 
less iM'rseeulioii.”

Thougli nominally ‘‘under Hie 
auspices of Hie yiiebec Hunt Cluh,” It is understoml 
that Hie meeting is the enterprise of a I'ouple of 
.MiiiitiealiTs, whose names do not appear anywhere 
in l■l>mle^'lioll with it. No presiding judge lias yet 
lii'i'u olitaini d. Judge Charles F. I’rice, who is just 
now on a hidida.v visit to Windsor, la'iiig Hie latest 
to decline Hie position. The regular annual two- 
days meeting of the yneliee Turf Cluh will Is- held 
August I’.'i and 117.— Torimto CloU'.

Nineteen Fetch an Average of $1,293, Considered 
Good in England — Mackay’s Will Sidl Here. 

The twenty K<-enn yearlings which arrived in Eng- 
land June 30, were sold at Newmarket Wednesday. 
A list of the youngsters was iirinled in last Tues- 
day’s Daily Racing Form. The cable says of the 
Bale: “James U. Keene’s yearlings, although not 
balking their best, owing to the hurried dejiarture 
from the I’nited Slates, brought e.vceptionally gisal 
prices. Nine euU.s brought an aggregate of $10,84 mi, 
average ten fillies $13,S7o, average $1,.'1S7. 

l/fird Lonsdale, who bought several of the yearlings, 
gave the highest prices, $3,7oO for a lilly hy Disguise 
—Tsarina, liy Kingston — Katherhie II.. hy St. Si 
men, and $2,050 for a filly hy Kingston — Gingham, 
dam of Cnihrella and hy IKnniius — Calico, hy Hamp- 
ton. The general average for the nineteen sold 
was $1.2!i3. 

'I'he.se may he exeeidionally good pric<‘s for Eng- 
l.and, hut are far below the .Vmeriean mark. The 
Keene youngsters were the [dek <if Castletou, out of 
dams of extremely fa.-hioiiMble and mostly English 
IdisMl and would easily hav<‘ sold for two and one- 
half or three times the English average in New 
York lust season.
